Mr. R. M. Dayhoff informs us that 
he has just had his dairy herd tested 
by a competent authority for bovine 
tuberculosis. Of the entire herd of 
37 head there was not a single un­ 
favorable reaction to the test, not 
even a single suspicious case, and all 
were passed as being free. This is a 
good showing for Mr. DayhofF’s herd. 
in this connection, it is interesting 
to note that in his remarks before 
the 
Mass 
Meeting 
Tuesday 
night, 
County Agent C. M. Merritt stated 
that in all of the tuberculin tests so 
far made in Medina County no ani­ 
mal native to the county has ever 
shown any trace of the disease. A 
few importations have, but evidently 
the disease has never yet been com­ 
municated to native stock. 
This is a happy condition that 
dairyman can not guard too zealous­ 
ly.

This 
seems to be a very feasible plan of 
giving gas to the towns that have 
been w aiting for gas to be found 
nearer than the .‘.dam s gas field, a 
few miles w*est from the Chicon Lake 
new field. No doubt other wells will 
be sunk, and the field will assume 
larger proportions and importance. 
F o rtun ately it is in tin* hands of men 
interested in developing the entire 
country. Head m er of the Surburan 
Irrigated Farm s have been on the 
scene several days this week and we 
understand th a t some fancy prices
